30 math teachers get special training 
at 6-week Gallaudet Summer Institute 


Thirty mathematics teachers of pre- 
college hearing impaired students 
recently completed the Gallaudet Sum- 
mer Institute in Mathematics and Com- 
puter Science. 

Inaugurated on campus this summer, 
the 6-week curriculum focused on 
mathematics concepts and pedagogy 
and on computer literacy. Courses 
were divided into elementary and 
secondary teacher tracks, each for a 
total of nine graduate credits. 

Based on pre-test scores and initial 
screening by the institute staff, 20 par- 
ticipants were assigned to elementary 
teaching level and 10 to secondary 
teaching level. 

According to Harvey Goodstein, 
director of the institute and professor of 
mathematics and computer science, 
teachers’ responses to the courses were 
generally enthusiastic. 

“The program’s success was most 
apparent in meeting its primary objec- 
tive of improving the teachers’ math 
background,” he said. “Their post-test 
scores showed a vast improvement in 
mathematical concepts over pre-test 
scores obtained at the beginning of the 
program.” 

Representative of evaluation re- 
sponses was one teacher’s comments 
on the secondary course: “It far ex- 
ceeded what I expected to get out of 
this program. Not only did I learn new 
math concepts, but I am motivated to 
pursue my studies in math.” 

A large majority of the teachers indi- 
cated that they would like to return for 
additional training next summer. 

Because of the six-week time limit 
there was less training in teaching methods 
than planned, said Dr. Goodstein. 


“Also, after four weeks, classes were 


rescheduled from morning and after- 
noon sessions to morning sessions on- 
ly, leaving afternoons free for tutorial 
assistance, computer lab and work- 
shops. 

“We expected some problem areas 
would need to be worked out for 
future summer institutes,” he said. 
“The evaluation forms generously filled 
out at the end of the program will help 
us a lot in that respect.”

“It’s so exciting when I get World

World Around You, a national news 
magazine designed especially for hear- 
ing impaired teenagers, is published by 
PreCollege Outreach Programs at 
Gallaudet. 

According to editor Cathy Carroll, 
Easley’s comments are typical of 
responses received from readers across 
the country. The publication is young- 
adult-oriented, but older adults also 
respond to it positively, said Carroll. 
“The magazine fills a real need for 
young readers, and older people find 
the quick source of news fun to read. 
We want it to be fun.” 

The magazine, now in its eighth 
year, is published 15 times during each 
school year. Of the approximately 
8,800 subscribers, 800 are teachers in 
schools or programs for deaf students. 


Bounds-Wood named new director 
of regional center at Ohlone College 


Betty Bounds-Wood, who received 
both a bachelor of arts and a master of 
science degree from Gallaudet, begins 
work this week as the new director of 
the Gallaudet College Regional Center 
at Ohlone College in Fremont, Calif. 

Bounds-Wood was selected last 
month by a six-member interview team 
comprised of representatives from 
Ohlone and Gallaudet, including two 
Gallaudet graduates who are professors 
at Ohlone; Jean Brennan, director of 
Gallaudet’s regional center at Northern 
Essex Community College in Haverhill, 
Mass.; and Dr. Roslyn Rosen, dean of 
the College of Continuing Education 
(CCE). 

Bounds-Wood received her 
bachelor’s degree in English and educa- 
tion in 1964, and her master’s degree 
in education of the deaf in 1965. She 
is planning to complete her doctoral 
dissertation in adult education/counsel- 
ing/communications by December at 
Oregon State University. 

Prior to accepting the post at 
Ohlone, Bounds-Wood was a coor- 
dinator of interpreter training programs 
and an associate professor at the 
Western Oregon State College. She 
has worked as a teacher and as a con- 
sultant for parent-infant programs and 
college programs serving deaf students.

Maryland General Assembly OKs 
few bills affecting disabled people 


The Maryland General Assembly 
recently considered several bills affect- 
ing the lives or education of disabled 
individuals. Most of the bills failed. The 
few that were approved this year are 
described here. 

e S.B. 299 deletes criminal actions 
from a list of criminal misdemeanors 
that regulated activities of hearing aid 
dealers. Prior to enactment of this bill, 
a hearing aid dealer convicted of the 
crime of moral turpitude was also 
simultaneously charged with two 
related misdemeanors. Under the new 
law, a hearing aid dealer charged with 
committing an act of moral turpitude 
can be convicted only once for that

Effective with the first full pay period 
in August, withholding rates for the 
Federal Employees Group Life In- 
surance (FEGLI) are being reduced an 
average of about 7 percent. The reduc- 
tions will appear in employees’ Aug. 26 
paychecks. 
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crime. 

e H.J.R. 5 establishes a task force 
to study enforcement of the White 
Cane Law, which prohibits discrimina- 
tion against blind or deaf individuals in 
places of public accommodation. The 
task force will have nine members, in- 
cluding one hearing impaired 
individual. 

e S.B. 815 and H.B. 447 are com- 
panion bills that prohibit discrimination 
in sales of life and health insurance to 
blind and deaf Marylanders. Insurance 
companies may no longer use the 
handicapping condition of the potential 
insurance consumer as the sole reason 
for not selling or issuing life/health 
insurance. 

e H.B. 874 allows the insurance 
commissioner to have jurisdiction over 
certain matters related to alleged 
discrimination in sales of insurance. It 
also grants the insurance commissioner 
and the Maryland Human Relations 
Commission concurrent jurisdiction 
over alleged discriminatory acts. 

Bills that were considered but not ap- 
proved included several on education 
of disabled individuals.
